tween the steamer Columbia and 
the steam lumber schooner San 
Pedro in Shelter Cove, 12 miles 
|southwest of Mendocino, Humbolt 
joounty line, between 12 and 1 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

The Columbia, a three hundred 
foot steel vessel of the San Fran- 
cisco & Portland Steamship Co., 
while bound from San Francisco 
for Portland, Ore.. with 189 pas- 
sengers and a crew of sixty, col- 
lided with and wis rammed by the 
San Pedro, a 170 foot wooden 
steamer, southbound for this city. 

Everything about the scene of 
the disaster and the condition of 
the San Pedro indicated that the 
San Pedro had struck the Colum- 
bia squarely amidships, and the 
San Pedro’s stern had suffered no 
damage, while the sea was littered 
with thé wreckage of the lower 
cabins of the foundered stearrer. 
No effort was made to transfer 
any of the survivors of the disas- 
ter from the decks of the Elder to 
the Roanoke. Perhaps this was 
due to the fact that the wind was 
blowing strongly and a heavy sea 
was running at the one 


According to J. 8. Flynn, a pas- 
sengeron the Boacoke Cuptain 
Doran of the Columbia, succeeded 
in launching four lifeboats and 
two rafts before the Columbia 
sank. Flynn in an interview is 
credited with saying that 88 pas- 
sengers, all men, got away in that 
manner, and were all saved, that 
Captain Doran acted with great 
coolness in the face of death and 
went down with his ship. Flynn 
is further credited with saying 
that not one of the hundred-odd 
women passengers were saved. 

Shortly after the collision the 
steamers Roanoke and George W. 
Elder, and the steam schooner 
Daisy Mitéhell, all southbound, 
came on the scene and stood by. 
The Elder took the San Pedro in 
tow, and the last reports announce 
their arrival in Eureka. The stem 
of the San Pedro was smashed to 
splintezs, and one of the masta 
was snapped off at the deck.
